PREFACE 


2 


This  history  of  the  Kelly  family  originates  with  Hugh  Kelly,  who  was 
born  in  County  Leitrim,  Ireland,  probably  about  1770.  No  records  of  his  birth, 
marriage  or  death,  however,  have  been  preserved.  His  son,  Hugh,  v;ho  died  in  . 
Bloomington,  Illinois,  August  18,  1898,  was  the  only  one' of  his  children  who 
came  to  America.  Catherine  Clancy  Kelly,  the  widow  of  another  son,  Anthony, 
also  came  to  the  United  States,  with  her  family,  in  1861.-  From  this  fore¬ 
father,  of  whom  in  our  filial  respect  we  would  know  far  more  than  the  fact  of 
his  existence,  and  from  these  earliest  Kelly  immigrants  to  the  New  World,  the 
genealogy  to  folio?;  shall  derive. 

The  work  cf  collecting  material  for  this  history  began  when  Hugh  Kelly  , 
grandfather  of  the  writer,  corresponded  with  relatives  in  Ireland  to  obtain 
family  records.  Fo^  •■•ere  returned,  for  then,  the  records  were  incomplete. 

Only  in  1863,  according  r,e>  some  authorities,  was  the  first  law  passed  requiring 
government  registration  of  births,  marriages .  .and  deaths  in  Ireland.  Before 
this  a  few  church  records  have  been  available.  But  for  the  most  part,  what 
we  know  of  the  generations  in  question  is  derived  from  traditions  handed  down 
by  word  of  mouth  from  succeeding  generations,  the  chain- of  descent,  having 
been  so  preserved  that  each  one  may  trace  his  own  family  line  back  to  the 
common  ancestor.  The  records  show  a  variation  in  the  spelling  of  the  family 
name,  (Kelly,  Kelley)  as  well  a*. j  in  the  spelling  of  the  family  parish  in 
Ireland,  namely,  (Killarga,  Rillargue) .  In  most  cases,  the  names  are  spelled 
as  they  were  originally  received. 

The  use  of  certain  names  in  several  branches  of  a  family  is  customarily 
regarded  as  evidence  of  common  origin.  In  this  genealogy,  it  will  be  noted, 
the  same  name  occurs  in  almost  every  family,  especially  in  the  earlier  gen¬ 
erations. 

Method  of  Numbering 

Each  descendant  has  a  marginal  number  at  the  left  of  his  name  and 
birthdate.  Further  records  of  this  do sc on  ant  will  be  found  under  this  number. 
For  example,  by  turning  back  to  the  earlier  page  <rn  which  this  personal  number 
occurs,  the  descendant  will  be  show  .in  relationship  to  his  parents.  The 
records  are  arranged  by  generations,  the  raised  figures  directly  following 

each  name  indicating  the  generation.  In  the  fifth  generation,  the  asterisk  (*) 

• 

preceding  the  number  indicates  that  the  name  is  brought  through  the  next  gen¬ 
eration. 

In  the  absence  of  records,  it  was  impossible  to  bring  forward  every 
individual.  If  a  descendant  died  during  childhood,  the  date  of  death  is  re¬ 
corded  after  that  of  b irth .

The  writer  takes  this  opportunity,  finally,  to  express  her  sine- 
thanks  to  all  those,  too  numerous  to  mention,  who  have  furnished  data  on  their 
families,  and  who  have  assisted  in  gathering  other  materials.  Without  their 
help,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  reduce  the  scattered  records  to  their 
present  form.  While  no  dc-ubt  there  are  errors,  the  main  facts,  it  is  believed, 
are  true.  As  the  writer  has  followed  the  threads  >s  best  she  could,  it  is  now 
up  to  the  reader  to  do  a  bit  of  the  weaving.  Corrections  will  be  gratefully 
received,  and  entered  in  a  supplement  planned  to  contain  the  names  of  our  boys 
serving  their  country  in  World  War  II.

(l)  Associated  with  this  place,  which  was  in  the  possession  of  the 
family  for  generations,  is  the  beautiful  legend  cf  ,&  miraculous  Holy  ’Veil , 
where  on  the  fifteenth  of  August  (commonly  called  "Lady  Day"  in  Ireland)  the  , 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary  customarily  appeared,  and  three  trout,  symbolic  of  the 
Trinity,  could  be  seen  playing  in  the  water.  Miraculous  cures  were,  noted 
among  these  who  annually  made  the  Pilgrimage  there;  Our  Blessed  Mother  and 
the  three  trout  appeared  simultaneously  on  the  Assumption  of  the-  Blessed 
Virgin,  according  to  this  tradition,  until  the  papers  giving  right  to  the  land 
were  stolen  by  a  beggar  woman  (prevalent  in  Ireland  at  that  time)  who  had  . 
shared  the  family’s  Irish  hospitality.  The  person  who  had  hired  this  woman 
to  obtain  this  document  htereupou  ejected  the  Kelly  family,  thinking  to  profit 
by  charging  the  Pilgrims.  He  soon  discovered  that  God's  way  is  not  man's  way; 
for  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  and  the  throe  trout  appeared  there  no  more.

You  n^w  have  the  facts  of  the  third  generation  c-f  Kelly’s,  their  carring 
from  Ireland,  and  their  long  cseean  voyage  taking  from  six  to  eight  weeks  in 
favourable  weather  and  ten  to  twelve  weeks  against  head  winds  gnd  storms.  On cl 
■.venders  what  their  thoughts  must  have  been,  leaving  their  homes  and  loved  ones, 
seeking  a  new  country  without  friends  or  acquaintances .  The  heart-rending  pangs 
of  parting  were  lightened  in  their  case,  however,  by  the  heps,  radiating  from 
the  Catholic  Faith  which  they  lived,  .and  bequeathed  to  their  progeny. 

.  A.  brief  summary  of  them  and  th@_  conditions  of  their  early  4ay§  in 
McLean  County,  Illinois,  is  nob  out  of  place  &t  this  point.  They  were  &11 
farmers,  having  inherited  from  their  (ancestors  a  great  love  of  the  soil,  which 
they  imparted  in  their  turn  to  their  own  descendants  •  To  if) a.  question  why,  when 
they  left  Ireland  and  chose.  Bloomington  as  their  destination,  they  settled  so 
far  from  churches  and  good  schools,  an  obvious  p, newer  rmld  fra  that  land  close 
to  Blooraingtyn  had  been  tak&n.  It  was  the  deep-rooted  desire.  ex  tha§i£.  new¬ 
comers  to  orm  their  land  and  make  a  hone  for  themselves  i&nd  their  families 
that  prompted  then  to  >pe  content  with  less  conveniently  located,  but  not  less 
fertile,  soil.  A  local  Church  and  schools  must  fellow.  And,  in  fqct,  no 
sooner  had  they,  with  ether  Catholic  families  in  the  neighboring  vicinities, 
got  their  homes  underway  then  they  actually  did  turn  their  attention  tc  the 
building  of  &  Church — dedicated,  to  be  sure_,  to  St.  Patrick — ene  mile  south 
of  Merna,  in  1876.  Prior  to  this  date,  Mass  was  said  by  Missicn-pri^sts ,  in 
the  Hanley  home,  and  in  the  1‘e.rna  school,  b'oth  of  which  were  located  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood.  As  new  p§rish'i  tiers  continued  to  arrive,  this  Church 
eventually  proved  te»  be  too  small  for  the.  eighty  largo  families  of  the.  parish, 
in  1890,  Father  O’Dpyer,  the  paster,  let  the. contract  for  the. present  hasp  it  if  ul 
St.  Patrick's  Church  in  the  village  of  Merna.  It  ya s  consecrated  by  th<£_ 
illustrous  Bishop  Spaulding  on  May  25,  1891. 

Turning  from  the  spiritual  to  temporal  lift.,  a  series  of  contrasts  with 
present-day  standars  is  immediately  apparent.  Merles  of  gravel  were  entirely 
different  from  ours;  their  older  children’s  earliest  memories  were  «f  going 
to  Church  and  town  in  wagons,  on  horseback,  or  on  foot.  The  vogue  spring  wagons, 
top  buggies  and  carriages  cane  |_ater.  The  first  automobiles,  which,  however, 
were  used,  only  when  the  reads  were  good,  being  put  up  for  the  winter  months, 
date  from  our  yesterday.  In  these  early  days  a  weekly  trip  at  most,  was  made 
to  the  Jo  cal  postoffice  for  mail,  and  yhyn  the.  roads  inures  able  people 

did  without  this  luxury  for  several  -.weeks  at  a  time.  Their  n-gv: sniper,  in¬ 
cidentally,  was  published*  weekly,  the  daily  paper  being  as  yet  unknown  in  the 
rural  districts.

These  cur  ancestors,  raised  t-h*.  gr«;aV  part  cf the* Lr  living.  Produce, 
(butter,  eggs,  and  the  like)  was  exchanged.  $.n  trade.  at  general  merchandise 
store.  Grain  and  livestock,  <?n  the-  contrary,  ycey&  sold  f cir  c&ah.  Ready- to- 
Wear  clothing  for  women  and  children  was  the  exception,  thus  explaining  hew 
our  mothers  happened  to  be  so  expert  with  the  needle.  .They  were  practical 
in  every  homely  sense  cf  the  word;  they  learned  how  to  manage,  avail  with  the 
little  at  their  disfjysal . 

In  those  days  the  country  Dp c tor  was  the  personal  friend  as  ’.veil  as 
medical  advisor  of  every  patient,  and  no  one  knew  better  than  fte,  the  hard 
road  these  pioneers  travelled. 

Along  with  the  hardships,  nonetheless,  there*  was  nuclei  happiness  dnd) 

Jov,  good  feeling,  and  a  degree  of  sseiif/pi'jfi ty  wjiich,  ^las,  has  not-  be&n 
entirely  preserved .  Their  amusements,  according  to  the  tines,  included 
"literary's"  with  their  heated  debates,  the  fairs,  horse  racing,  wrestling 
matches,  picnics  and  the  square  of  gr<*up  dances — entertainments  ^"hich  furnisjq  ■ 
lively  diversion  from  their  everyday  lif<§.  They  did  not  buy  fheir  fun;  they 
made  it  for  themselves.  Although  they  lacked  vyhat  i?e  now  consider  the 
necessities  of  life,  they  succeeded  under  conditions  tfc&t  you Id  most  certainly 
daunt  us.  They  possibly  happier,  in  addition. 

Great  changes  have  taken  placet  Since  pur  people  came  to.  America,  all

bravely  did  they  triumph  over  thi»  difficulties  of  settling  &  new  country;

Accumulate  enough  to  -answer  the  prayer  of  the  Irish,  a  home  of  their  cwn,  and

SUMMARY  OF  FOLK?!!  G^LRA'ilOll 


A  few  details  will  serve  to  illustrate  how  the  fourth  generation 
carried  on  where  their  fathers  left  off;  most  of  this  group  remained  farmers 
and  it  is  remarkable  what  great  improvements  have  been  made  in  their  day.  In 
most  cases,  power  or  tractor  farming  has  taken  the  place  of  horses  and  nowadays 
(1941)  this  machinery  is  generally  mounted  on  rubber  tires .  Three  furrow 
plows  and  foui’  row  compl&nters  have  become  the  accepted  thing.  The  combine 
has  in  many  cases  replaced  the  threshing  machine;  cornpickers  have  succeeded 
hand-huslnhng ;  and  mounted  corn  shelters  are  not  uncommon. 

This  period  saw  surfaced  highways  built,  saw  highway  and  motor  travel 

y 

grow  up  together,  and  the  automobile  used  the  year  around.  Trucks  came  to  mean 
to  this  generation  what  the  wagon  and  the  train  had  meant  to  his  father. 

In  the  city,  the  early  horse-drawn  cars  of  pioneer  days  gave  way  to 
the  electric  street  cars,  -which  were  replaced  in  tm-n  by  motor  buses.  This 
generation  perfected  the  airplane,  reducing  the  continent  for  travel;  and 
perfected  the  radio,  reducing  the  world  for  hearing  the  news  of  the  world; 
and  brought  the  boon  of  rural  'electrification.  The  country  is  no  longer  rural — 
in  the  sense  of  isolation.  It  s  aw  the  Woman  Suffrage  bill  pass  and  women  not, 
only  vote,  but  occupy  many  political  positions. 

The  fourth  generation  lived  through  the  horrors  of  the  Forld  War 
Humber  One,  and  the  struggle  for  readjustment.  Baring  this  World  War,  prices 
went  to  heights  formerly  unheard  of.  Land  sold  for  $400  or  more  per  acre; 
few,  however,  sold  at  peak  prices.  In  the  disastrous  post-war  reaction,  stock 
and  grain  prices  dropped,  land  values  fell,  and  losses  were  suffered  in  all 
lines  of  business.  By  1922-23  it  was  thought  the  low  mark  was  reached,  and 
better  times  did  follow  for  several  years.  But  in  1929  there  broke  the  great¬ 
est  depression  the  world  has  ever  known.  This  was  followed  by  panic  failures  and 
the  Moratorium  in  1933.  We  saw  labor  troubles,  unemployment  and  a  general  un¬ 
rest  throughout  the  Vv-orld  with  national  and  world  problems  culminating  in  a 
struggle,  the  final  issue  of  which  can  only  be  guessed  at  this  time. 

In  1940,  a  precedent  was  shattered  when  ^resident  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
was  elected  to  a  third  term  in  the  highest  office  of  the  land.  In  the  same 
year,  also,  a  Conscription  Bill  requiring  compulsory  military  training  was 
passed.  This  became  in  effect  a  ’’Jar  Draft  when,  December  8,  1941,  the  United 
States  entered  the  second  T7orld  Far  after  Japan’s  attack  on  Bearl  Harbor  the 
previous  day.

As  their  history  is  only  in  the  raking,  n  suntnar^of  the  fifth 

generation  must  he  necessarily  brief;  to  a  certain  extent  these  latest 

descendants  of  the  Kelly  family  are  carrying  on  v/ith  the  fourth  generation. 

Many  of  then  have  seen  the  same  improvements  previously  mentioned. 

Characteristic  of  this  group,  however,  are  the  factors  of  specializ 

education  and  urbanization,  many  of  them  arc  college  graduates,  some  are  in 

the  professions,  other  in  technical  careers.  The  trend  of  this  generation 

to  the  city  is  undoubtedly  connected  with  the  opportunities  in  these  pro- 

$ 

fessional  and  technical  lines,  and  apparently,  the  lack  of  opportunity  for 
more  than  one  or.  two  from  each  family  in  rural  life. 

The  problems  of  rural  life  are  being  solved  by  the  Catholic  Bishops 
of  the  ^nited  States,  who  believe  that  families  can'  he  prosperously  reared 
and  educated  on  less  acreage  than  is  taken  by  present  methods .  The  Kelly* s 
may  te  counted  on,  if  the  central  fact  of  their  history  is  indicated,  to 
cooperate  fully  in  this  Rural  Life  Movement. 

Meanwhile,  the  promising  young  manhood  cf  our  family  is  dedicated 
to  the  all-important’  life-and-dgath  issue  of  helping  our  nation  to  final 
victory.
